famous family-General Dwight D. Eisen- 
faov-er of the Kansas Eisenhowers. 


While not disputing Kansas' claim to its 


leading family, however, it is interesting to 
consider the affinity of the Eisenhowers for 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


In 1732 three Eisenhower brothers came 


to this country from Switzerland and settled 
in what is now Dauphin County, near the 
Susquehanna River. 'The little town of Eliz- 
abethvUle (pop. 1506) 20 miles north of Har- 
risburg, became the family home and re- 
mained so for a century-and-a-half.
